We extend 
a welcome to two new professors, Fr. 
A. Laisnez and Fr. P. Mueller. After 
supper, a chance to meet the new men 
and welcome back the old, then at 8:00 
p.m., the three-day retreat begins. 


SEPT. 8—Retreat ends with ordinations. 


SEPT. 9—Late arrival, Eugene Warnke, 
introduced to bleary-eyed room-mate, 
J. Rose at 6:30 a.m. Four bishops for 
dinner (two Edmontonian and two 
Calgarian), on the occasion of Bishop 
Wilhelm’s installation as auxiliary at 
Calgary. Congratulations to His Excel¬ 
lency! Automatic consequence of such 
an event—a free day! (to be announced 
later by Msgr.) 


SEPT. 10—First day of class for all but 
1st and 2nd Philosophy who used time 
for “horizontal meditation”. 


SEPT. 12—Publication of the work list. 
All down to work except (we won’t 
mention) L. Bags. L. Buehler and G. 
Frketich heard singing from “Black Hole 
of Calcutta” (work room, presumably). 


SEPT. 13—Agitators cease agitating as 
washing machines break down. Other¬ 
wise, nothing exciting or mysterious. 


SEPT. 14—New elocution teacher, Mrs. 
Clark from U. of A. She was unable to 
get her tongue around the word “Van- 
zandwyk” (for which we don’t blame 
her). 


SEPT. 15 — “Poor”, “defenceless” skunk 
sighted in garbage can. Garbage crew 
on strike.

When asked whether he liked Edmonton 
or Detroit better, he replies: “Of course!” 
J. Schuster seen giving “Rec” hall boiler 
water treatment before noticing that the 
label on the can did not say “Wax”. 

SEPT. 21 — First movie of the season. 
“Midnight Lace”. (Gripping! Suspense¬ 
ful! Shocking!) Many thanks to movie 
manager G. Biollo for his fine work in 
keeping us all entertained. 

SEPT. 23—J. Rose put too much strain 
(with apologies to J. S. Bach) on tube 
X-125B-6642. Result: organ breakdown. 

SEPT. 23-27 — “Communications Confer¬ 
ence” at St. Stephen’s College on the 
U. of A. Campus. Nineteen enthusiastic 
theologians “communicating”. The re¬ 
sults of ecumenism begin to show. “Other 
sheep I have which are not of this fold.” 
For those who did not attend, a con¬ 
solation prize—only four classes all week 
long. 

SEPT. 26—Father Greschuk offers the first 
Mass for the Ukrainian students in their 
own rite. (Fr. will be a regular Thurs¬ 
day visitor and a welcome one!) 

Miss Bonnie Brennan addressed the 
student body and the members of the 
Edmonton Clergy Society. She was the 
only Catholic on the team that organized 
the Communications Conference. “Fifty 
per cent of the Church are women”— 
Cardinal Suenens. (If that 50% were 
as active as Miss Brennan, we wouldn’t 
have many problems left, as far as 
ecumenism is concerned.) 

SEPT. 28—“Bishop’s holiday!” Main ac¬ 
tivities: Weiner roast and water fight. 
Seminarians everywhere cringing in stark 
terror of the dreaded “PTO Bomb” . . . 
A. Papirnik, K. Conroy and B. Hunter 
slightly drenched. “Get any on you. 
boys?” 

SEPT. 29—Another joyous day, but this 
time on an international level. Opening 
of Vatican II by His Holiness, Pope 
Paul VI. “Veni, Sancte Spiritus.” 

SEPT. 30—The first meet of the newly 
formed debating society. Resolution: 
“Canadians are Americans who pay 
taxes to Ottawa.” B. Hubka, D. Wanner 
and J. Rose (against); Rev. B. Magee, 
D. Doherty and J. Schuster (for). The 
resolution was defeated 31-24. The 
chairman was Rev. P. Mueller.

OCT. 3—We can see now which are the 
lucrative businesses around the Semin¬ 
ary. Canteen takes over Bookstore 
premises. Bookstore moves into Barber 
Shop, Barber Shop into trunk room.

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PROSPECTUS 


AIMS AND IDEALS 

Saint Joseph’s Seminary has as its goal to develop 
in young men aspiring to the priesthood those qualities 
of soul, mind and body required for a truly apostolic 
life. 

DESCRIPTION 

The Seminary was established in Edmonton in 
1927 by the late Archbishop O’Leary and since that 
time over 200 priests of both Greek and Latin rites 
have been ordained, at the end of their stay in the 
Seminary, to care for souls in Western Canada. 

The new Seminary, opened in 1957, is ideally 
located in a quiet and picturesque countryside within 
the limits of the historic town of Saint Albert, a few 
miles north of the city of Edmonton. The buildings, 
centrally heated and of fireproof brick and steel 
construction, combine simplicity of design with a 
maximum of practicality. Capable of comfortably ac¬ 
commodating 120 students, the Seminary is interested 
in attracting a considerably larger enrolment than 
was possible in past years. 

Senior students are provided with private, and 
junior students with semi-private rooms, plainly 
furnished and equipped with hot and cold running 
water. One hundred and twenty acres of rich wooded 
farm land give Seminarians unexcelled opportunities 
for healthful exercise. Outdoor sports include base¬ 
ball, football and hockey. A gymnasium, also serving 
as an auditorium, provides for basketball, badminton, 
volleyball, and other indoor sports. 

The modern kitchen is ably directed by the 
Sisters —Les Filles de Jesus—under whose painstaking 
supervision the highest degree of efficiency is always 
maintained. 

FACULTY 

The Faculty is composed of qualified Diocesan 
priests appointed by the Archbishop of Edmonton. 

STUDIES 

Applicants for admission into the PHILOSOPHY 
course must have successfully completed Grade XII 
(including Latin), or its equivalent in some recog¬ 
nized College. The Philosophy studies normally 
extend over a period of three years. The introductory 
year may be omitted in special cases, for reasons left 
to the discretion of the Seminary authorities. 

First Year Philosophy: 

Emphasis on languages — English and Latin; 
Introduction to Philosophy; Apologetics; Elocution; 
Chant. 

Second and Third Year: 

Two-year cycle course comprising Metaphysics, 
Ethics, Psychology, Cosmology, Theodicy and History' 
of Philosophy. English; French; Latin; Elocution; 
Chant. 

Those seeking entrance in the THEOLOGY course 
must have successfully completed their Philosophy 
studies in a recognized Catholic institution. 


First Year Theology: 

Basic Dogma; Fundamental Moral; General Prin¬ 
ciples of Canon Law; Sacred Scripture; Ecclesiastical 
History (cycle course); Liturgy; Catechetics; Homi¬ 
letics; French; Chant. 

Second and Third Year: 

Cycle course in Dogma, Moral, Canon Law, 
Scripture, Ecclesiastical History, Ascetics and Liturgy; 
Catechetics; Homiletics; French; Chant. 

Fourth Year: 

Cycle course in Dogma, Canon Law, and Scrip¬ 
ture; De Matrimonio; De sexto et nono; Pastoral 
Theology; Special Liturgy; Homiletics. 

OTHER OPPORTUNITIES to foster the zeal 
and piety of the students as well as help them prepare 
for their pastoral life are offered by various societies 
and study groups: Missionary, Social Action, Rural 
Life, Oriental Rites, Drama, etc. Students of Theo¬ 
logy obtain practical experience in the teaching of 
Religion to pupils of local Separate Schools. 

ENROLMENT 

The Seminary opens during the second week in 
September each year. 

Each student must have authorization from his 
Ordinary to enter the Seminary. 

Canon Law prescribes that only those who are of 
legitimate birth and whose character and dispositions 
justify the hope that they will always faithfully serve 
the Church are to be admitted to the Seminary 
(Canon 1363). 

On entrance to the Seminary, each Seminarian 
must present to the Rector the following certificates: 

(1) of legitimate birth and of baptism; (2) of con¬ 
firmation; (3) of good conduct, from his parish priest, 
and from the directors of the educational institutions 
that he has attended prior to entering the Seminary; 

(4) of standing in the studies already completed 
and in the examinations passed; (5) of normal good 
health, from a conscientious physician; (6) of Orders, 
if he bas received any. 

PERSONAL EFFECTS 

Before entering the Seminary, each student 
should have a cassock, cincture, biretta, supply of 
clerical collars, two plain surplices (without lace or 
embroidery), as well as other necessary articles of 
clothing, such as bathrobe, towels, etc. Each student 
should provide himself with a black suit, hat, tie, 
and rubber-healed shoes. Clothing suitable for sports 
is also necessary, as all students are required to take 
part in athletic activities. 

Books for class and other purposes may be 
purchased at the Seminary, but students are advised 
to bring with them whatever books they may find 
helpful in their Seminary studies. 
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Finished reading the VOX? . . . 


On coming to the end of this yearbook, are these your thoughts? 
God didn't make me for this. I’m not good enough. Then, the idea of a 
seminary gives me the creeps. Pray and study all day? Long black shirts! 

Not for me! Besides, look how long it takes! Anyway, I’m not smart enough. 
Then, er . . . well . . . that is ... I like girls. Life in the world has so much 
to offer; what has the priesthood got? 

We think that God has to shake us before we know that we have a 
call from Him to be a priest. Every boy who has entered the seminary has 
had these same thoughts and yet has decided to go and “give it a try”. These 
thoughts are normal, and the seminary is a place for normal young men, not 
screwballs. 

REV. A. LAISNEZ 

There are three things that tempt young men to give up God’s call: money, attraction of the opposite 
sex, and education. These things in themselves are good, but if they stand between us and God’s plan for us, they 
should be put in second place. 

We have been brought into this world for one thing: to know, love, and serve the Lord. The question is. 
how shall I carry this out? How does God want me to serve Him? Ton have to think: don’t ask what I can get 
out of life, but rather, what can I give? — to God and others? Talk to someone who knows something about life, 
especially a priest. But above all, stay close to God — in your prayers and in your Mass and communions. 

You say that you have been doing these things and are still undecided? The things of this life are so 
attractive, and yet the Lord still seems to throw the idea of being a priest at you. All right, why not give Him the 
first chance? The seminary will give you the answer — you’ll find out where your place is meant to be, (and you 
will gain a good deal besides — ask anyone who has been in the sem.) 

See your parish priest, or drop be a line by sending in this coupon, if there’s anything else you would 
like to know. The Lord be with vou.
